posite the union hall. He stated that 
rhen'he reached a point about op- 
posite the hall, Nelson Wood, D. P. 
O'Brien and Ambrose Casper walked 
out of the union hall and came across 
the street toward him. 


"What .business, have you 
to 
go 


back to work," he alleges Wood said 
when he had crossed the street. 


Smolarek states that he explained 


to them that he couldn't 
afford 
to 


loaf any longer and that he needed 
the money. Upon his explanation he 
alleges that Wood doubled up his fist 
and drew it back as if he were about 
to strike him.

"Don't hit him! Don't hit him," he 


told the court O'Brien said to Wood 
•when he saw the movement.
